PRAIRIE FIRES IN RUSSIA 



Flight of the Peasants Before the 
Rspldly Spreading Flames In 
Czar'a Country. 

St. Petersburg.- Midsummer In 
Russia has been ushered In by a great 
epidemic of flres on the steppes, the 
Hamburger Nuchrlchten reports. 

The luienbi' dryness of the beason 
has spread the Urea over a huge urea 
Une of the most dreadful hres that 
the Ruaalaa steppes have ever seen 
raged a low daya ago In the province 
ot Turgal oa the other side of the 
Ural mouatalna, and to the northoaat 
of the Caspian. On these steppes 
vast seaa of grass stretch to the ho- 
rizon, raised only by shrubs of the 
wild cherry and dwarf alusoud on the 
hillside or by clumps of wormwood 
when the soil is clayey. Herds of cat- 
tle and horaes graso on the plains. 

It waa early tn the moraing wbsa 
mighty clouds of omcks svddonly rose 
up from tho steppes, a sore slga to 
the InhabltanU that a firs waa la 
prcgreaa. Bo appalling waa the apoed 
with which the Are roiled over the dry 
Hiid yellow grass that the p(>usants 
bad ijuickly to concert lueai-ures for 
saving Just their own lives from de- 
struction. Feverish activity prevailed 
In all the villages until the tongues 
of flame which came oa nearer and 
aoarer with uncanny swlftaoss ap- 
peared, OB the horlsoa. 

Bwopt forward by the ruahlag wind, 
sparks from the oonflagratlon kindled 
In advance another Are, which la a 
short time enveloiied 30,000 acres of 
grazing ground. Swifter and swifter 
befora the wind dashed on tho wall 
of Hery waves. Kuornious pillars of 
flame shot up into the air. The suc- 
tion was so strong that slabs ot turf 
and burning branches were hurled 
high up Into the air and thrown far 
away.

Kavanagb. the brav« Irlsliman who 
earneu a Victoria ("roas by his won- 
derful dnriii'^ In h aving I,ii, kno\v with 
dl»li,T.tclK's and plans, iiick'rii; lii-i way 
through a country m' -t.,! hy HO imci 
vigilant, murderous: tioopi rs, 

thai aid might be fcuimnoncd to tho 
bt'sicgid city. 

The Indian mutiny waa in full 
•wing. Early 18S7 tbe mysterious 
ebapatia of unleavened bread had been 
passed from^iUace to village, togeth- 
er with th« alalBter meaaage, "Every- 
Uiiii); will become red." MlBlcd by 
treacherous and d<nit;iiliit; na'ivo 
prln(^a, tho Sepoys had mnicd upon 
tbe English. 

Fresh from HonKkonf? after tho 
news of the oulbrr aU at M"< rut. H. M 
fl Shannon disembarked a body of 
bluejackets at Calcutta and all haste 
w aamtde to the relief of tlie English 
gamMO^M^Bawnpore. Sir William 
PeeLtirho had g'aliM.distincllon and 
a V. 0. during the Crimean war, was 
In com n and of the bluejackets: and 
among the latter was one William 
Hall, a iK"t;ro captain of iIk- forrtop 
•Who had b*"Mi Hi?rvlre in tho Ci inna. 

I'ulling th<'lr 2-( '.Hintidcis over ihf 
rou^'h roiids, the naval biii' Mk- loincd 
Havdoi'k'H rt'liPviiij; .'iliihia, and i-v- 
ery nerve was strained to reach Cawn- 
porc In time, for It was known that 
about six bUBdred Europeans were 
cooped up In tbe city, including many 
Eoglish women and children. 

Cawnporc was reached upon the 
16th of July, and a crushiiiK blow 
dealt tho bloodlhlifty hosts of (he un- 
■peakftblo Nana S.'.l.ih. liut tho ef- 
fort waa wasted in iIk' main, for 
aoarcely twenty-four hours before. 
While Ilavelock's column was within a 
May's march, tho massacre w likh star- 
tled the civilized world had been per- 
petrated. Vour hundred-odd men had 
Bun^endered, owing to the blunder of 
a senile and weak-kneed genei-al, and 
iaoi.< than two hundred women and 
< lilldrf>n had been left to the mercies 
of th<> flcntlish foe under Nai^a SaMb. 

Tho men of the ;jarrlKoii had been 
eroelly decoyed to iiieir (li a'lis -wan- 
tonly shot down In cohl tjlnod after 
the Burrender, stvnal weeka before 
tbe arrival of Uoneral Uavelock aiid 
Ilia men. The women and children 
liad been triumphantly inspected by 
Nana Sahib and then locked up in a 
loomy chamber. There tbey were 
it for some time, during which their 
lumbers were swelled by the arrival 
fresh prisoners to a total of two 
hujjdrtd r).nd eighteen. The Nana had 
b«en In no hurry to slaughter them, 
but the near approach of Uie avtng- 
Inx forces hastened bis action, and on 
the 15th of July hla edict went tortb 
for the massacre. 

Th'? Nana commanded tb« Bepoya to 
ataoot through the windowa into tbe 
ily packed masaea of womra, but 
hla men, hardened aa they w«re 
tbeir leader's atrocitlea, could not 
brinK ih<'m8olv€B to murder the wo- 
pl,en and children in cold blood. They 
contented th*mBel\ea with llrlriK a sin- 
gle Volley over their heads. Hut other 
less BciupuloiiB Itisiniinents were 
quickly found, and flvA brutal-looking 
natives, . II' h arrncd with a glittering 
tulwar, entered the crowded chamber 
and closed tbe door behind them. 
. lo the liateners outaida came tbe 
aound of low waillnga, of running 
feet, and the dull thuda o( tb« butch- 
ers' bwords. 

To picture the scene within the 
^'uf^oom would baffle th<' linuKinatlon' of 
^ 'T5anle. The mind n coila lioiii a srene 
at once so htdcoun ami a|iiMlling. 
V'The ncxi moinlng the bodi'^ii weiv 
^•n out, stripped, and thrown Into a 
■M, la many the spark ot Ufa atlU 



lingered, bat living and dead were re- 
moraeleaaty cast together Into the pit. 
The horror of it! With Haralook 
barely a score of milea away! 

.Scattered like chaif before the wind, 
the followers of Nana dispersed be- 
fore the onFlauKht of the avengers ; 
,infi upon the afternoon following the 
battle. th<' ncuro Hall nnd n group of 
Ills bluejacket shipmates heard the 
horrlblo story as related above, from 
tbe lipa of a balf-caate woman con- 
vert who apoke BngUah fluently. Hall 
and hla (Henda gaiod upon tbe floor 
of the death-chamber, fully two 
Inchea deep with blood and gore and 
tuffs of hair. They noted tulwar 
prplicH in the walls the height of a 
wniiiaTr.s neck. Then they turned 
away, sick at hOMt. bvt iwora to bo 
uveugcd. 

Porty-flve miles away another dea- 
perate siege was being conducted. At 
Lucknow, one of tho most beautiful 
cities in India, a handful ot English- 
men were holding out agalnat the 
fierce hordea of Btpora who hammed 
them in on «v«ry aid*. 

Havelock set out for Lneknow with 
tbe greater part of his force, leaving 
Cawnpore in c harge of Colonel Nelll, 
Among others left behind under Nelll 
were Hall and sonu' of liis shipmaDes. 
CJulte naturally they were furious at 
not b<'lng perniltti ii i,> ac < (impaiiy the 
first relief, but it was necessary to 
leave guna and aan to hold Cawn- 
porc. 

They relieved the monotony of their 
situation and vented a part ot their 
pent-up vengeance by forcing a nam* 
ber of high-caste Brahoda prloonara 

to clean up the blood-otalned death- 

chainber. Men wer« set over then) 
with whips to Bee that they did not 
[ililik their task. The Drahmlna, thus 
ccrenv)nioiisly delUtd, wore then hang- 
ed and buried in a ditch. 

As tbe world knowa. General Have- 
look and hla command reached the

aheltered angle to drag back bis guc. 
He caned upon them to repamljer the 
bloody room at Cawnpore. Ho aeemed 
to boar a oharmed life. 

After an hour's perilous work, doi^ 
Ing which the detachment of bluejack* 
ets was all but wiped out, the 24- 
\><i\\\).'i/i-n i?ucc«<>dnrt In hammering a 
holo In the wall about three feet 
square. A bugle call sounded. The 
infantrymen sprang to their feet and 
rushed at the little bole in spite of 
the fact that earUln dooth awaited 
tbe foremost 

The onomy, having been driven out 
ot tho oovrtyard by the Intrepid Eng- 
lish aided by the toyal native troops, 
made for the gateway of tlin main 
structure. As they attempted to close 
tho heavy doors behind them, a Pun- 
jabi Mohammedan, Mukarrab Khan by 
name, thrust hlB left arm between 
them. As a tulwar nearly severed his 
hand at the wrist, he withdrew the 
wounded arm and immediately thruat 
in the other! 

By thU time, other men had reached 
tho Bpot and torn the doors open. For 
this brave act, Mukarrab Khan waa 
decorated with the Order of Merit, 
the Indian oqulvalont of tho Vlotoria 
Cross. 

Meanwhile other Bcrloiis wofi; li: ! 
be* n cut out for William Hall ar.i! 
other bluejackets, for a thiiu.--:nid 
yards away, in the direction of the Resi- 
dency, loomed the frowning outliii<\s 
of tbe Bhab Najaf, a white-domed 
tomb, anrrounded by high walls of 
BoUd moaonry. Whilo tho Highland- 
era tore off the roofa of the ourround- 
tng huts and drove the Sepoys before 
them like sheep, other troops were "r«- 
memlK>rlnK Cawnpore " wbil" attending 
to the enemy In the Sikandarbajili, and 
the naval det.Thmfnt ilracned their 
puns Into position Icf.ire the Shah 
NaJaf. 

A BoUd shot from the enemy struck 
a naval ammunition wagon, exploding 
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Residency at Lneknow in due i.nie. 
after having been obliged to fall bai k 
upon Cawiijiore by icisnn of the ex- 
tr<^me heat and the dreaded cliolern. 
The gallant .Velll wa.s with hint when 
he finally succeetied in cutlins hU way 
Into Lucknow, but the negro Hall and 
other bluejackets were not present. 
Their opportunity waa to come later. 

Havelock and hia men, though 
strong enough to reinforce the besieg- 
ed troops in Lucknow and save tho 
EngllBh garrison from des'Tuctlon, 
were not stion^ eiioujih to cut their 
wny to safety, hampciied with women 
and children and wounded amounting 
to 1,500 Bouls. Thus the iUego (Con- 
tinued upon a larger scale. 

Meanwhile, Sir Colin Campbell had 
arrived in India. He waa to asaume 
the chief coounand ot the tOreoa in 
India, and his flrat task was to reocue 
the anrrlsoii at laicknow. Cpon the 
!ith or .N()V( mber lie led an army of 
five thou.cand men and tiilrly Kuns out 
of Cawnpore, and among these was 
tbe naval brigodo sador William 
Peel. 

Tho Sikandarbagh, a formidable- 
looking atruotturo aboat ISO yarda 
square and surrounded by a thlek 
brick wall about twenty feet high, waa 

the first nut to crack before Lucknow 
could be relieved. It sheltered up- 
ward of two thousand well-armed Se- 
poys, who poured a gnllliiR fire Into 
the English from the flat roof of a 
pavilion on top of the 8tru<ture. 

Little could be done until a breach 
had been made In tho wall, ao the In 
fantry lay down and sheltered tbem- 
Belvea as beat they could while the 
men ot the naval brigade dragged 
their guna up under tho wal|. Aeroaa 
the deadly aono ot bare gfound the 
negro and hla ahipmatoa draggod their 
guns aa coolly aa it laying alOBgoMo 
an enemy's frigate. Man after van 

dnipix'il under thi' cruel l^r* until 
cucb gun was Bhort-bandod. 

Once up under the wall, tbe gallant 
men were In a measure protected, but 
as the 24-poundeni kicked back after 
each diBcbarge, It became nocoaaary 
for the men to enter the danger lono 
to drag them back Into position. At 
each recoil tbe Sepoys concentrated 
their fire upon the little detachm«ut, 
and each discharge cost a human life.

its contents. Hall, witli tl.i' MfKul 
BtreaniliiK down hl.i ftic.- where a pic i' 
of nln 11 bad Kra/.rd him, stood by hia 
gun and ur;'i'd his fellow bliu jacke;a 
on by word ar.d deed. 

ThroiiKliout the long afternoon the 
mi'U hammered away at the twenty- 
foot waU. Gun after gun was abon- 
don^sd aa their crewa were ahot down, 
but tbe negro hero waa game to the 
laat Shortly before dark the com- 
mander gave the order to collect the 
killed and wounded and' retire for the 
nl{;ht, but Hall bad to be pererr.p'or- 
lly ordered to retire by his stfiierior 
before he obe.ved. 

Meanwhile, Lieutenant Salmon of 
the naval brigade had climbed a tree 
and discovered a small aperture in 
tbe wall. The enemy saw him and 
Volleyed at him. Badly wounded, he 
fen into tho arms of his men and re- 
ported what he had seen. For this 
brave act he was rewarded with a 
Victoria Cross. 

The KnKlish were quick to take ad- 
vaniuKe of the information, and .imong 
the first men to rush the breach was 
William Hall, wounded, but hacking 
right and Ift with his cutlass. F^arly 
^vpon tho following morning, the Resi- 
dency was relieved and a second mass- 
acre averted. 

In due time. Hall received hiB Vic- 
toria Cross, as both his oommandluK 
ofih ers and shipmates were af;r<'<>d 
Hull hi^ Kallantry had iKH'n the moat 
coiisplcuoua event ei' a day momorable 
for Its many brave actions. 

Hall lived to take part in tbe bom- 
bardment of Alexandria many yeara 
later, and waa awarded tho Egyptian 
medal and its inoeparable companion, 
the Khedlvo'a Star. With hia Crim- 
ean and Egyptian medals, hia Victoria 
Cross and Kbedlve'a Star, tbia brave 
negro Anally retired from aervice and 
'took up his residence In a small Nova 
Scotian vIllaRe, fur away from the 
grim se^Mies of his early days. 

In all. three neprces have been 
awarded the Victoria Croaa: Samuel 
Hodge and W. J. Gordon of the Weat 
Indian regiment, and William Hall of 
the Royal Navy; and possibly the brav- 
est ot theso Is tho wUto4iali«d. black 
ex-captain ot the torotop, William 
HaU, V. a 

Baron Roberta of Kandahar nnd 
WattTford baa the inslKulii of the Or- 
der of the Garter. It waa preaeutcd to 
him by Queen Vlotoria about two 



weeka betV)re her dSftk When the 
German Emperor eamo to London to 
attend the funeral ho was pleased to 
decorate Ixird Roberts with tho Order 
of the lllack Eagle, The pallant Irish 
soldier uf Indian nntivily has also re- 
ceived the thanks of iio i.rltish Par- 
liament together with a Rrant of 100,- 
OOC pounds sterling; and Is e^ntliled to 
the letters K. C. B . G. C. B., O. C. L 
E., G. C. 8. I., and K. P. 

Beat ot all. he la affectionately 
known to every aolAier in the British 
array as "Boba." He is also the proud 
wearer of a Victoria Crosa, and the 
poBB<!Ssor of a sn ond cross for which 
his only son utalued the South Afri- 
can v<>l(li ■. Ith lilH llff-blood. 

The Idol of tl'.e liritlish army was 
but 1 llcuteiuuit when he v. on hla 
cross In the bloody days of the Indian 
Mutiny, and at the time was serviui; 
on the staff of Sir Colin Campbell, 
tbe commander-in-chief of the BrltlBb 
foroea in India. He hnd already been 
metktionod in dispatches, h&d b««n 
wonndodt and also knocked over by 
the "wlndaffe" of a round .shot. 

A column was tr.ovlnK upon Fate- 
garh to restore order through a strip 
of disordered territory, ho that coin- 
mualcation might bo op<Mifd up be 
tween the Punjab aud Heu.^al. KIdln.T 
with tbe horse artillery and cavalry. 
"Boba" eamo upon k large body of 
the enemy occupying tbe village of 
Kbundaganj.

the battlefield of Colctiho In a desper- 
ate attempt to Hav9 a batlr.-y from 
f,lll:ll^; into (he htituls of the Hoers. 

!n •.vrliiiij: of iliese lierois of the 
Cross, it would not be fr.lr to dismiss 
the fluhject without mentioning the ex- 
ploits of Field Marshal Sir George 
Stuart White, who in 1870 won a cross, 
and tbe following year was awarded a 
clasp In addition, equivalent to a sec- 
ond croas. 

White, who Bueceeded "llcbs" aa 
eommander-in-ehief !r. India, became 
.•in ensign of the 2Tih luniski/liuf, i- l! 
inent In 18:13. Ten yearH lat. r he 1 e- 
cume a captain in tlie lanio-is y2d 
regiment of Gordon HighUmdcra. A 
major in 1879, he and bis r<.-giment 
fomed part ot the avenging column 
ordered to AtiKlhnlstan to punish tho 
murderera of Cavagnari. 

\t the battle of Charaslah, with a 
mere handful of HiRhlandcra, he won 
his first cross ami undying fame by 
charnlng a stroiisly fortified hill. The 
men In the kilts were outnumbered 
In the proportion of ten to one; but 
Inspired by their fiallanl major, they 
pressed on and captured tbe poMitioa. 
much to the surprise and satisfaction 
of General "BobB." 

A year later, during tho famouB trot 
of the 10,000 from Kabul to Kandahar, 
It b< came necessary to take an Aff;!.an 
position. A battery of screw guna 
had been ahtdllng the Afpshana for 
some time without tannible rt^suliH 
Supporlfd liy a reslnient of llijhtiuK 
Ourkash, the HlBhlauderB scampcicd 
up the hill behind Major White. At 
the point of tho bayonet they drove 
tbe Afghans away from their guns: 
and tbe Arst man into the enclosure 
was the gallant major, who lived to 
become a field marshal. 

Years later, he defended Lodysmitb 
throughout a siege lasting one hun- 
dred and ten days, and delighted the 
liriilsh public 1... his .Htem refusal to 
entertain Sir Itedvers Uuller's sugges- 
tion that be surrender to tbo Boers.

The house here iUnstratod Is bnilt 
on a plan that aaanr night say bo- 
longB to tho "old acbool;" b«t It bss 
a good deal to reoomnond It. Those 
who appreciate plenty of light and air 
like to bavo rooms built on tMa plan, 
because they can have all the win- 
down they want, and have them so 
placed that sunlight can penetrate into 
every room. 

The first houses, built when the 
country wbb new to white folks, were 
square or nearly bo. Then, bb more 
room was needed, they were extended 
In one direction, hooping generally, to 
one room in width. When the limit 
In this form was reached, aome bright, 
intelligent fellow branched oft at 
right angles, and built a room on the 
side of his house.

Sir 
Robert Hadfield, a past president of 
tbe IlrltlBh Iron and Steel Institute, 
recently obtained new samples of the 
coliuun and Bub.lected them to a care- 
ful acd very thorough analysis — "the 
first thorough analysis," he believes. 
The result waa as toUowa: "Carbon, 
0.08; slllooa. 0.048; anlphur. 0.0OS; 
phoaphoruo, 0.114; Iron, OO.Tt; total 
90.000." Ptalaly a raaUy oxoaUont typo 
of wrought Iron, sajra Sir Robert, and 
much to be wondered at when the 
dale of ita manufacture is borne In 
mind. The small quantity of sulphur 
Indicates the u.se of unusually puro 
fuel, p'cbably charcoal. Tho absence 
ot manganese, an element uaualiy 
present in wrought Irgn, Is also of In- 
terest The specific gravity ot tba 
metal waa found to be 7.SL

When Congretfl, in 1906, pasted the Food 
and Dongs Act, coUoqaially known ts the 
i-Pare Food Law," it declared in that act that 

*ci*ug flhot)Jd be accoanted mi»branded 

"the package or label of which shall bear 
any statement • * * which shall be false 
or misleading in any particular * * *" 

^or nearly half a decade after the passage 
of tliis law it was generally believed, and the 
courts held, that it was illegal to make any 
statement ou tbe label of a food or drug that 
was "fnifio or iiiiKleading in anij jntrtiailar.^^ 
Wheu tliii point was raised before tin; Supreme 
Court, however, that august boily ileolared— 
by a majority of five to three — that the phrase 
"false or misleading in any particular" meant 
false or misleading in certain particttlai% to* 
imtf^^^applied only to the composition or 
aoorcos of origin of the products. This de* 
eisioD, naturally, gave general cauw for re- 
joiciug amoug that swindling brotherhood 
which robs the sick and defrauds the mortally 
ill by selling wortlihiss "cures" for cHiicor, con- 
euniptioD, etc. It is more tlifin a year since 
the Supreme f/\»urt's decision so seriously 
crippled one of the most beueticeut pieces of 
legislation of modern times. Hut (/oogress 
has again put up. the bars and the President 
has sijjn^ Congressman Shirley's bill which 
so amends the Food and Drugs Act as to rr)* 
Plore the broader meaning origiualiy attributed 
to that piece of legislation. Mr. Shirley's 
amendment consists, essentially, in the addition 
of a third paiHgrfti)h to Section 8 of the Food 
and Drugs Act. 'J'liis j)aingraph reads: 

"If its jinckage or iabel sliall l)eiii' or eftntain 

iy statetueut, design, or device regarding the 
nUive or therapeutic effect of such article, or 
f of the ingredients or sulMtanoes oontained 
wDBin, which is false and fraudulent."

He met tbe stratagems of his political 
enemies — Democratic statesman, chietly, but 
also a few Republicans who were of tbe 
Roosevelt t-chool of office-holders — and over- 
came them by methods which have been both 
commendable and consistent. 

No man who ever went to tbe Wbite House 
confronted more trying tasks; no man ever 
performed them with gfeatw eaniealness or 
allegiance to principle, 

HU duties have been performed with sanity 
and graciousnesa; with dignity and judicious* 
ness. Opposition to him has been political; 
and it has been found to be iaetfective. The 
country is declaring that it has had enough of 
»^pellbindiug and that it wants to get back to 
business. That is why Taft stock is up aud 
going higher. That is why the theorists and 
the impostors will be sent to the rear when the 
voters speak in November.— *8t Louis Times.

It Is, as a rule, well to stick to one 
breed of horpes and to breed that one 
which haa tbe greatest number of 
good atallloni In ena'a dlitrlet Under 
Dean Curtlis, however, at the Iowa 
college, Ames, Iowa, an affort la being 
made to combine the beat that la In 
the Shire and Clyde horaes, and the 
resources of the college fully justify 
the experiment and also the kind of 
hfirres that are being produced. Many 
of our most successful show horses 
have r«'sult«'d from a (-riiRs of (Myde 
and Percheron, ("lyde and Shire or 
Shire and Percheron In varying de- 
gree. The Ideal type of all three 
great breeda la nearly the eame; all 
seek improvement over the original 
horae ot their dlatrleta, and when a 
judffe enters the ring, attbongh be Is 
forced to make allowance for differ- 
ences In eac h breed, yet he has pretty 
mt:ch the same rtandard In his mind 
for all The Ideal beglna with deep 
feet, vet not boxy, but with wide 
hoof heads nnd a broad rl.istir heel 
and froj?. Tho set of the pasterns 
must be oblique to give plenty of 
spring and save concuaalon, plenty of 
breadth In canon bone and tendon 
with quality, big moacular torearma. 
with tbe muacle coming dpwn evenly, 
not In bunchea, both for strtngth and 
to denote muscular tendency through- 
out. Head and neck atrong without 
coarseness, but denoting strong vital- 
ity. The draft horse's ishoulder may 
be Btraighter than the carriage 
horse's, bill It '.h .ul.i h-e oblique 
enough for tbe horne to wear himself 
well and travel (nsily. which will not 
oe the caee with an upright shouIAer, 
or If the lege are not truly aet on tbe 
body the latter point la often over- 
looked. A aherllah back and a good 
girth and barrel, with plenty of 
spread vndenwath coming from 
length of shoulders and quartera and 
big muscular thighs and stifles are 
net'ded and ttic hock should be long 
and diwp and clean, with a proper 



alignment to the stifles and hip bon«. 
It win be found in seeking these 
points that every breed haa ■erlou» 
and, In /act, diaquklltying difterences. 
and Dean Curtlas Is merely doing 
what haa been frequently done with 
other breeda when he tries to t:\ko a 
Bhort cut by combining gray Slilrts 
with ("lydes nnd uniting the exc-ellen- 
cios of both. That It will take time 
.Tiiil an Inteiitltii-.-ulon of th*j desired 
liorso by inbreeding Is nothing againat 
the experiment. 

A great deal has been done in both 
Shire and Clyde to improve them, but 
some stro haa been laerlflced to get 
perfection of hoof and pastern In the 
bno breed, and the Clyda waa never 
a heavy barreled horse, the Scotsman 
preferring a quick, active, grain-fed 
horse to one which consumed more 
hay, un article he is not apt to bo 
overburdened with. The great back 
ribs and barrel of the Shire will bo 
well carried on Clyde legs, the head 
will be Improved, while there Is an 
upstundlngness and presence about 
the great Shire horses that are im- 
pressive. The Shire horse is a con- 
aistent puller. He will pull without 
reeult for a long time without becom- 
ing discouraged, while the Clyde horse 
geta Into action much quicker and at 
the second or third step is in the full 
swing of his w.Tik, so that a good deal 
will be gained by u combination of 
mental qualities expressed In action. 
1 realize the imirense debt we owe to 
for«dgii Importations, but (an never 
rest satisfied until we have developed 
either new brods or adapted old 
ones entireig to our conditions, both 
general and' local, aa haa been done 
in tbe caae ot the Aaerloaa trotter, 
aaddle horae and Poland China hog.
